Mrs. Lom- 
bard was tbo daughter of James Mar- 
shall, a wealthy Seattle citizen who com- 
mitted suicide some time ago. 8be has 
a Bister residing in Ban Joae, Cal., who 
18 the only living relative. Intimate 
mends of the Lombards regarded them 
as a happy pair, but state that Mrs. 
Lombard was of a morose disposition 
and adverse to mingling with outside 
society. Before her marriage to Lom- 
bard Mrs. Lombard made a matri- 
monial venture which proved an un- 
happy one.

While tho present duty of 2>£ cents a 
pound practically does not increase the 
price of raieins it makes n home market 
for whnt we do produce, and the quan- 
tity of tlio production regulates tho 
price. The doctrine of reciprocity in 
conjunction with tho doctrine of protec- 
tion means that it shall be the policy of 
this country to have commercial rela- 
tions with ether countries that have 
something to supply us with, that wo 
cannot produce at home. 


Under this policy, which ia hardly 
lore than n few years old, our exports 
have increased in many instances more 
than ten fold and our importations from 
.!.„.» countries havo increased in like 
proportion, each as coffee and tea which 
we cannot produce in this country. 
These come ia free of doty. 


In return the countries which havo 


reciprocity treaties with ns allow Amer- 
ican manufactured goods which they 
cannot produce to go into their bound- 
aries free.

keop3 our money at home and gives em- 
ployment to hundreds of thousands of 
laborers.

All that is desirable can be accomplished 
by legislation under our present consti- 
tution.

We can never remedy an evil in oui

01 tho right of BUfTrate. It is an assump 
tion of power of one cln.au ol pi-opl 
hrouph the powors of governinont ovo 
another claso, thatia not justified by 
code of public morals or rule of con*, 
having its rise in a republican form o 
jot-eminent. Ou the contrary, it is u 
abridgment ol the rights and privilege 
of tho citizen, ami curves to weakei 
sentiment of reverence of the corn 
people lor our government, and endan 
Her the great principles that are th 
foundation and support of our republica 
institutions. The remedy sought for th 
evil complained of can never bo foun 
in tho disfrancKiectnent of any coimdt 
able body of our citiaens.

cans, and wise and etringent nntaraliz 
tion laws as applied to foreigners. Le 
no man vote for a measure that will d 
stroy or limit this right of his fellow cit 
zau m the exorcise of a privilege that h 
himself possesses and values.
